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Armed Forces Crossband Communications Test 


Annual Armed Forces Day Crossband Communication Test Set 
for Saturday, May 12 


‘The Military Auxiliary Radio System (MARS) will 
sponsor the traditional military/amateur radio 
‘communication tests to mark the 67th annual Armed 
Forces Day (AFD) on Saturday, May 12. Armed 
Forces Day is May 19, but the AFD Crossband 
Military-Amateur Radio event traditionally takes 
place | week earlier in order to avoid conflicting with 
Hamvention, Complete information, including 
military stations, modes, and frequencies, is available 
on the US Army MARS website 


‘The annual celebration is a unique opportunity to test 
two-way communication between radio amateurs and 
military stations (authorized under §97.111 of the 
Amateur Service rules). It features traditional military 
“to-amateur erossband SSB voice, CW, practice using 
legacy interoperability waveforms, and the 
opportunity for participating hams to utilize more 
‘modem military modes, such as MIL-STD Serial PSK 
‘and Automatic Link Establishment (ALE). Military 
stations and Amateur Radio stations are authorized to 
‘communicate directly on certain 60-meter 
interoperability channels 


“These tests give Amateur Radio operators and shortwave listeners (SWLS) a chance and a challenge to 
‘demonstrat individual technical skills in a tightly-controlled exercise scenario, and to receive 
recognition from the appropriate military radio station. QSL cards willbe availabe for stations 
successfully contacting paticipating military stations 


Military stations will transmit (USB, unless otherwise noted on the schedule) on selected military 
frequencies and will announce the specific amateur frequencies they are monitoring. MARS stressed that 
frequencies used for the test will not impact any public or private communications and will not stray 
‘outside the confines of the exercise, 


‘An Armed Forces Day test message will be transmitted utilizing the Military Standard (MIL-STD) 
Serial PSK waveform (M110) followed by MIL-STD Wide Shift FSK (850 Hz RTTY), as described in 
MIL-STD 188-110/B. information regarding these waveforms is available, The AFD test 
message will also be sent at 0300 UTC in CW.

Forgot Something? 


‘A couple weeks ago, the Lilburn Emergency Amateur Radio Net (LEARN) invited GARS members to one oftheir

vas rally “cool.” He took out his antenna and set it up 


Another couple hams had a go box consisting ofa large box with wheels om it, Inside there was a Lithium Iron 
Phosphate (LifePO 4) battery, a voltage booster, and a cigarette lighter socket. They et their IC-7100 and computer on 
top ofa board in the go box, They had a really nice Alph Antenna that was the talk ofthe meeting, 


(One ham confided to the author that he had lefl some accessories at home that he didn't think he would need. Let's face 
it those of us who set up portable operations almost always forget something. ‘The author has been watching a ham's 
‘YouTube channel. The channel has several videos of his eamping trips and other excursions where he had setup for 
portable operations. “I forgot to bring something.” isa frequent comment in his videos. 


might be u good idea to make a list of what you need when operating portable and add vo that ist when you realize that 
{you either left something home or you need to purchase an item. 


‘The author recently went tothe Florida Gulf Coast and was able to setup a portable station fora few hours while the 
XYL (wife) ead a book. Fortunately, we had everything we needed. We do not have battery power yet, but a phone call 
to the park resulted with permission to setup on one of the pavilions where electricity was available, We had a varity 
fof antennas to choose from. We had a $0-foot length of eable with us. The author wanted to try one of the antennas that 
‘mous on top of the van but guess what! The closest we could park was $0 feet away. The eable would not stretch 

‘The bad news is that we needed another cable to hook tothe van; the good news was that we hada tactical antenna that 
went up well, instead, 


‘Keeping list of what you need for portable operation is a good idea, Bringing 
‘what you need and what you think you need i a good idea, but itis also not wise 
{0 go overboard, either. In the Georgia State ARES Meeting in January, there was 
‘class on what to bring in an emergency situation, The instructor listed everything 
but the kitchen sink! Somewhere there has to be a balance: bring what you know 
{you anticipate is needed! and trust in your good judament that you have brought 
enough
